Perhaps, as the prophet has 
said, God works in mysterious 
Ways his wonders to perform. 


The League 


There is no doubt whatever 
that the American people, be- 
cause of their culture, which is 
based on the Christian ethic, re- 
sponded to Woodrow Wilson. 

When he took the country to 
war he said: ‘‘The day has come 
when America.is privileged to 
spend her blood and her might 
for the principles that gave her 
birth and happiness and the 
peace which she has treasured. 
God helping her, she cén do no 
other.’ 

The people understood that. 

When the war was done he 
had another great dream—col- 
lective security within a League 
of Nations. 

The American people under- 
stood that, too, But two weeks 
before the Peace Conference be- 
gan at Versailles, . Theodore 
Roosevelt, on his deathbed, was 
visited by a United States sena- 
tor, Henry Cabot Lodge. 

The¥ agreed to oppose what- 
ever peace plan Wilson -brought 
back. They so agreed because 
their horizons were the limited 
ones of partisan politics. They 
believed a world peace plan 
would be good Democratic party 
politics and harmful to thé 
chances of the Republican party 
to return to power. 

On September 25, 1919, while 
on a speaking tour for the 
League, greeted everywhere 
with enthusiasm, Wilson  col- 
lapsed. Henry Cabot Lodge had 
mobilized. the small group of 
*‘wilful men’’ and the Senate re- 
fused to sustain the League. The 
historian Gerald W. Johnston 
said of that decision: ‘‘The com- 
mon American was betrayed 
with almost unparalleled cyni- 


cism, but after all, primarily, . 


he betrayed himself. . He 
listened to the confidence men 
. . - and in 1920 he repudiated 
Wilson, repudiated the League 
of Nations, repudiated common 
decency and put the government 
in the hands of a corrupt and 
« nscienceless gang who robbed 
the common man, betrayed him, 
debauched his government and 
held him up to the ridicule of 
the civilized man.”’ 

In South Africa Jan Smuts 
said, ‘‘Not Wilson, but humanity, 
failed.”’ 


The Weeds 


In the international fields, 
when the League was defeated, 
*‘rank weeds of leadership began 
to grow and flourish.”’ 

The nations of Europe were 

weak from war, but yet virile 
powers when the League was 
defeated. But the weeds began 
to grow. In Britain Baldwin 
was such a weed. In Germany, 
Hitler, and in Italy, Mussolini. 
Ir the smaller nations there 
were weeds, bending with every 
strong wind. 
- In Russia, which a strongly 
backed League could have han- 
died in 1919, the weeds of Com- 
munist leadership began to flour- 
‘sh in soil fertilized with blood 
and bones, a. excelient pro- 
ducer of fertility, as every gar- 
dener knows. Malenkov is one 
of these quick-growing weeds. 

Now, to confront him, is a 
Republican adminisfration. And 
Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., an ex- 
newspaperman with a sense of 
history, is our representative in 
a United Nations.

WASHINGTON, March 10—(INS)—The House

The President made no mention 
of Alaskan statehood when he 
urged Congress to act favorably 
on Hawaii. However, the admis- 
sion of the Pacific island ter- 
ritory enhances the possibility 
of favorable action also on Alas- 
ka, although it may not come 
this year. 


PARTISAN ACCUSATION 


House Democrats accused the 
Republicans of partisan motives 
in recommending statehood for 
Hawaii, but not for Alaska. It 
was pointed out that Hawaii is 
considered Republican territory, 
while America’s northwest out- 
post normally votes Democratic. 

House opposition to Hawaiian 
statehood was not based entirely 
on the administration’s failure to, 
include Alaska. Southern Demo- 
crats emphasized that whites are 
in a minority in the islands and 
indicated their fears that Hawa- 
iian representatives would sup- 
port civil rights’ legislation, to 
which they are opposed. 


‘Slave Blast 
Shelved by 
Senate Unit 


WASHINGTON, March 10h 
The administration’s proposed 
condemnation of Soviet Russia 
for the “‘‘enslavement’”’ of other 
peoples was spiked indefinitely 
today by the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee. 

Democratic and Republican 
members agreed that the death 
of Soviet Prime Minister Stalin 
made the resolution untimely. 


Without objection and with little 
discussion they agreed to recon- 
sider last week’s 8-6 vote for an 
amended version of the resolution 
and to table it ‘‘without preju- 
dice.”’ 

The result was to sidestep a 
controversy which flared up last 
week over the adoption by the 
committee of the Republican- 
backed amendment.

WASHINGTON, March 10—High 
officials of the national military 
establishment assured the Senate 
armed services committee today 
that all U. S. troops overseas have 


sufficient ammunition of all kinds 
to carry out their missions and, 
to repel any attack within the, 
capability of forces facing them. 

Their testimony was given at 
a closed committee hearing, but 
portions of it were made public. 
The witnesses were Charles E. 
Wilson, secretary of defense; 
Robert T. Stevens, secretary of 
the Army; Earl D. Johnson, un- 
dersecretary of the Army, and 
Gen. J. Lawton Collins, Army 
chief of staff for nearly three 
years. 


ACT QUICKLY 

They agreed there have been 
deficiencies in the strategic re- 
serves of certain calibers of 
heavy artillery ammunition, but 
declared these shortages are be- 
ing rapidly made up and_ that 
current production is well in ex- 
cess of current expenditures in 
Korea. 

Gen. James A. Van Fleet, 
former commander of the United 
Nations ground forces in Korea, 
was present during the day-long 
session. It was his testimony 
before the committee last week 
that touched off a congressional 
inquiry into the ammunition 
shortages rumored to have ex- 
isted in Korea. The general’s 
statement to the committee was: 

“There has been a_ serious 
shortage of ammunition since I 
have been in Korea; there has 
been a critical shortage at times. 
There is today a serious short- 
age of some items of ammunition, 
but not all, and I can go into 
details of that with my proof 
later.’”’ 


HOLD THEORY 

Some members of the commit- 
tee, after hearing the testimony 
today, held the view that Van 
Fleet’s thesis was sound, even 
though Collins had the following 
to say about the Korean situ- 
ation: 

‘‘There has always been a suf- 
ficient supply to carry on the 
United Nations operations and to 
ensure that our forces could with- 
stand any attack the enemy could 
launch and sustain, considering 
his capabilities. 

‘I have no doubt but that there 
have been instances when small 
units have run short of ammuni- 
tion because of unusual weather 
or terrain conditions or because

Bauer said “normally while 
working we don’t pay much at- 
tention to planes.” 

“There are lots of them. over- 
head,” he said. “I first looked 
up today when I heard machine- 
guns shooting in the air. It sound- 
ed like a wartime air battle. 

Bauer said he noticed only two, 
planes but ‘‘there may have been 
others in the distance.”’ 


Witness 


“One plane was chasing the 
other,” he said. ‘‘Seconds later 
the two planes*dived over our 
house with more shooting. 

“They must have come down 
to 3,000 yards and circled again,” 
Bauer said. The planes moved so 
fast he couldn’t see their mark- 
ings, he said,

again, circled, dived and there 
was more shooting. This seemed 
to last several minutes and I 
began to look around for cover.

Sailor Films 


It Kills Him 


WASHINGTON, March 10—P— 
The Navy today told a story of 
heroism and death aboard the 
U. S. carrier Oriskany in which 
a daring cameraman took movies 
of the bomb that killed him. 

The tragedy struck the carrier 
in Korean waters on March 6, 
killing two men and wounding 15 
others. 

The Navy said the incident oce 
curred when a Navy pilot, ree 
turning from a strike over North 
Korea, attempted to land on the 
carrier deck with one of his 
bombs dangling perilously ajar 
under the wing of his plane. The 
bomb had failed to release over 
the target. 

As the plane touched down, 
the bomb shook loose, bounded 
twice and exploded. 

The Navy pilot, Lt. Edwin Kum- 
mer of Rochester, N. Y., was 
knocked unconscious by the bomb 
blast. He lay helpless, strapped 
in his parachute harness, until 
a buddy plunged through flames 
and exploding ammunition to res- 
cue him. 

The dead were: 

Photographer Airman Thomas 
Leo McGraw Jr. of Watertown, 
New York.

‘' Any optimistic feeling that the 
death of Stalin might mean the break- 
ing away from its Kremlin ties of the 
regime of Chinese Communist Dictator 
Mao Tse-tung has been effectively de- 
stroyed. by Mao himself. Although 
Malenkov was expected to rattle the 
sabers a bit in succeeding Stalin, the 
extravagant threats by Mao indicate a 
general solidarity between Peiping and 
Moscow. 

In the first place, Mao must depend 
upon Russia’s industrial capacity to 
maintain his power and to equip his 
armies. Without Kremlin support, his 
regime cannot last. He cannot sup- 
port, for instance, his efforts in the Ko- 
rean War. Chinese industrial develop- 
ment is still decades away. 

On the other hand, Moscow can use 
the hordes of Chinese manpower to 
further its ambitions in the Far East 
and to tie down Allied strength there, 
As the Chinese buildup continues, we 
must look to the day when her mili- 
tary power could be a decisive factor 
in the struggle. 

Malenkov has been one of the prime 
advocates of directing Communist em- 
phasis to Asia instead of to Western 
Europe. The ultimate targets are the 
millions in Southeast Asia and India 
where the. Reds not only aim to take 
away the free world’s markets, but 
sources of raw materials as well. Too, 
they would then possess the bulk of the 
world’s population. | 

The hardheaded Russian leadership 
is not likely to precipitate all-out war 
now. The huge empire, composed of 
scores of countries that are non-Rus- 
sian, must be consolidated and welded. 
Opposition to the new leadership must 
be eliminated. The new .five-year in- 
dustrial plan must be completed. 

In the meantime, the cold war pres- 
sures may be expected to increase—we 
hope short of all-out war. The Rus- 
sians figure that time is on their side. 
It is, unless we work out countermeas- 
ures and grasp the initiative. The 


shooting down of an American plane in . 


West Germany Tuesday is no cause for 
comfort. 

The greatest tests of the American 
people in their leadership of the free 
world are still in the future. We can- 
not fail in those tests. Patience, reso- 
lution and hard work are musts for all 
the free peoples in face of the malig- 
nant threat over them. 

In that connection, the current con- 
cern about an ammunition shortage in 
Korea last year or last month should 
bother us less that what the situation 
will be next month or next year. We 
have been building up our own and the 
free world’s strength while attempting 
to hold the line in Korea. As our pro- 
duction facilities have been readied for 
maximum demands, some types of am- 
munition may have been in short sup- 
ply. As production now begins to roll, 
we must concern ourselves with the 
problem of achieving a position in 
which we never again will be found 
lacking in the tools to defend ourselves 
from the threat we know we face. 

Malenkov and Mao have given us 
ample warning.

Georgia Holds Lead 


In Broiler Production 


Georgia continues to hold its own 
as the leading broiler-producing state 
and indications are that the lead will 
be extended in-1953, with an antici- 
pated gain of 500,000 chicks. 

For 1952 census figures show that 
Georgia produced 112,621,000 broilers, 


a 27 per cent increase over the 88,678,- 
000 produced in-1951. The increase ac- 
counted in part for Georgia’s agricul- 
tural income holding its.own so well in 
a bad crop year. 

It is interesting to note, too, that the 
value of the 1952 crop of broilers in 
Georgia topped that from any other 
farm cash commodity except cotton, 
Broilers produced were valued at $88,- 
610,000, 29 per cent above the $68,530,- 
000 figure for 1951. 

In January, 1953, the state produced 
10,880,000 chicks, or 2,000,000 more 
than the next nearest state, California, 
with 8,608,000. 

With prices expected’ to hold their 
own, this important crop will contribute 
much to the continued high income level 
of Georgia agriculture in 1953. It be- 
comes all the more remarkable when 
we recall that less than 20 years ago 
income from chickens was almost neg- 
ligible.

On-the-Street Parking 
Is Highly Expensive 


A pessimist, they say, is one who 
thinks a woman can’t park a car in a 
12-foot space alongside the curb. An 
optimist is one who thinks she won't 
try. 

Neither of them nor the lady need 
fret for long. Curbside parking may be 
oi the way out. It will be if the city 
plannérs and traffic engineers have 
their way. 

A national forum of business and 
professional leaders was called in New 
York recently to study means of saving 
the heart of the nation’s great cities 
from rapid deterioration because of 
traffic congestion and inadequate park- 
ing facilities. 

The conferees agreed that the most 
obvious single factor in urban traffic 
congestion is parked cars on busy 
streets. They got down to figures. 
They said that 20 cars parked in a 
200-foot block can block the passage of 
500 cars, ¢utting the traffic flow from 
1,200 an hour to 700. 

“The most expensive possible place 
to have cars park is on street space 
needed for moving traffic,” the report 
said. . 

The price is one we can’t afford to 
pay. On-the-street parking in 
downtown area cancels out the ad- 
vantage gained from the expressways 
to downtown. It becomes the cork at 
the mouth of the bottle. 

Slowly, the American city is ac- 
cepting that fact and acting to move 
the cars off the streets. That action, in 
turn, makes imperative the creation of 
adeauate off-the-street parking space. 

And that is an immediate problem 
on which Atlanta is at work. The eco- 
nomic well-being of Greater Atlanta is 
dependent on a quick and satisfactory 
solution.

by Allied technicians 
anxious to ascertain the 
mechanical secrets of 
the Communist fighter 
craft? 


Is the incident a test _ 


to find out if the Mos- 
cow yiew—that the 
Western Alliance is ded- 
icated to a ‘“‘peace at 
and price’ policy—is 
correct? 

Is the episode de- 
signed as propaganda to intimidate peoples 
in the satellite countries by emphasizing to 
them that the iron hand of Moscow still 
ean call the turn and shoot down American 
planes at will? 

These are but a few of the questions 
which the shooting down of Ameérican air- 
men over Germany has occasioned in the 
national capital as a grave view of the oc- 
currence is taken in government circles, 

Coming as it does ao soon after the death 
of Stalin, while the Western world is still 
engaged in a. proce&a of wishful thinking 
about how the departure of the Communist 
leader could mean a turn toward peace, the 
attack in broad daylight on Allied planes il- 
lustrates the continuity of operation of the 
military forces directed by the Kremlin, It 
functions without interruption and in con. 
formity with plans doubtless laid long ago. 

Becatise the Alliés do no more than write 
notes of protest, the Moscow regime is un- 
questionably convineed it can fire away 
whenever it is desirable for propaganda 
purposes to show its scorn for the Allied 
military forces in Europe. 

This is a dangerous set of circumstances 
and resembles the testing which Hitler em- 
ployed when he marched into the Rhineland 
in November, 1936. 

The Allies by their weaknesses have 
been unwittingly bringing on a _ situation 
wherein they may be compelled to do some- 
thing more drastic to prove that they will 
not tolerate interference with military 
forces stationed within boundaries fixed by 
wartime agreements. 

For unless the Czechoslovakian govern- 
ment apologizes for the shooting down of the 
American airmen—which it would do only 
on orders from Moscow—the ‘‘grave inci- 
dent,’’ as James B. Conant, VU. S. High 
Commissioner in Berlin, has described it, 
will confront the Allies wtih a real crisis. 

Acquiescence would be a parallel to the 
Allied reaction to Hitler’s invasion of the 
Rhineland. 

A timely show of an intention to resist 
would be a step toward preventing a war 
later on, If a demand for immediate repara- 
tion for the loss of the plane were followed 
by a mobilization on the Czech border of 
many Allied bomber planes loaded with Atom 
bombs,.the Kremlin might then order the 
satellite government at Prague to eat crow,

‘One-Party Press’ 
Charges Studied 


WASHINGTON—An 
sion has been going on ever since the No- 
vember election regarding the one-sided po- 
sition taken by the American press in the 


interesting discus- 


presidential campaign. It revolves around 
the fact that upwards of 90 per cent of 
newspaper and magazines of the country 
supported Eisenhower 
over Adlai Stevenson. 

Much the same was 
true of earlier cam- 
paigns in which the late 
President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and former 
President Truman were 
winners, despite this 
handicap from _ the 
press. There has been 
a steady veering away 

. from the Democratic 
Party line iw the nation’s newspapers and 
periodicals since 1936, and even then the 
Republicans commanded the bulk of press 
support. 

Some of the discussion now should be a 
warning to the press of the penalties it may 
be inviting if it continues to take a one- 
sided stand in political campaigns. Rep. 
John W. McCormack of Massachusetts, for- 
mer Democratic majority leader of the 
House, made this statement on the floor: 
“All constitutional guarantees giving to or 
conferring upon our people certain rights 
among which is freedom of the press, carry 
with them the responsibility of preserving 
those rights.”’ 

He was discussing an editorial in the 
New York Times in which that paper, noted 
for its independence, seemed to express a 
deep concern as to whether or not serious 
abuses exist among newspapers in the re- 
porting of political news, either by with- 
holding, or discoloration, of news, or other- 
wise, resulting in a discrimination against 
the Democratic Party. 

What the newspapers need to be con- 
cerned about, it is suggested, is the possi- 


ne 


bility of some future election upturn giving 


a sufficient majority in Comgress to ele- 
ments which would be willing to impose the 
Same restrictions on the press as now apply 
to radio and television, the other two lead- 
ing. channels of public information. All 
stations are required, of course, to give 
equal time to major political parties. Those 
who make the charge about a ‘one-party 
press’’ say there is nothing to prevent Con- 
gress from doing this. 

Various proposals Rave been made since 
the election for an impartial investigation 
of the matter, and the national journalistic 
fraternity, Sigma Delta Chi, has named a 
committee of prominent newspapermen tc 
determine whether and how such an in- 


quiry should be made. 


Such an inquiry should vive the news- 
papers of the country an opportunity to take 
stock of the situation. Certainly there seems 
something wrong in a situation where 90 
per cent of the papers go one way and the 
voting public divides up along far different 
lines.

Taught” to be unchallenged; they permit- 
ted ‘“‘such propaganda to be foisted upon 


Southern men and women under the pre-. 


tense of theatrical art.’’ 

Perhaps the legislators and I did not 
go to the same Sunday School. But in the 
little Presbyterian Sabbath school in Sa- 
vannah which it was my privilege to at- 
tend, Christianity was taught to mean grow- 
ing up and not being afraid of, nor hating 
a person because he was a stranger. Chris- 
tianity meant that ‘‘people whose eyes are 
oddly made, people whose skin is a differ- 
ent shade,’’ are just as important as we of 
differing eyes and shades. 

Recently a Constitution reporter asked 
the chairman of the State Literature Com- 
mission about Chaucer’s fate in Georgia. A 
bit of reading on the topic, ‘‘Lewdness, In- 
decency and Obscenity” in volume 33 of 
“American Jurisprudence (1941)’’—proved 
enlightening. The courts have already ruled 
that similar works ‘“‘are not obscene.’’ 

Let Georgia remain free of the witch- 
hunting commissions. Great works of art 
and literature, as well as lesser inspira- 
tional media of communication of ideas put 
us, the recipients, on trial. To meet this 
test, Georgia can build stronger schools and 
libraries, we can fashion our democratic 
society in order to live, act, and write as 
we understand the laws of God.

So far as I know of all the Rpiibainds who 
may have read that letter only one paid 
any attention to it. 

When Mrs, G. W. Church, of 60 Spence 
Ave., S. E., read it, she got a little mad. 
In the first place, she couldn’t understand 
how the Army, which we proudly boast is 
the best equipped in the world, could be 
short of candles. Knowing the prodigality 
with which we are accustomed to supply 
our fighting men with all that they need, it 
would seem, offhand, that the soldiers 
would have candles to burn. But she didn’t 
believe a soldier would sit down and write 
something that wasn’t so.

Parker, what- 
ever his faith, will find that the slim white 
ones from the church will cast a little 
brighter glow, will warm his hands a little 
more gently, because of the fact that far 
away, in a little church, they once were 
kindled to the glory of God. And over them 
a priest had pronounced this benediction: 

“Almighty God, who of old didst com- 
mand Thy servants to erect altars unto 
Thy Name, and by Thy Blessed Son didst 
sanctify the Holy Table in the upper room 
by the offering of the Holy Eucharist; 
Bless, we beseech Thee, the altar set up to 
Thy glory, and these candles to be used 
thereon, and grant that the offerings made 
here may be acceptable unto Thee, and to 
the setting forth of Thy glory; through the 
same Jesus Christ, our Lord. Amen.” 

The first batch of cahdles is on its way, 
but Mrs. Church is pretty sure that if Pfc. 
Parker’s company is out of candles, so is 
his whole battalion. So if anybody else has 
some candles around the house they are not 
using at the moment, if they will phone her 
at EVergreen 3340, she'll be glad to tell 
them how to get them over to Korea where 
their tiny gleaming will, for a little while, 
hold back the dark and cold.

Or maybe we just ask a question. “‘Is 
it true that Mr. and Mrs. Blank are on the 
verge of divorce?’’ That is the method of 
the devil. He would not accuse Job of any 
wrong-doing. Instead he merely asked, 
*‘Does Job fear God for nought?” 

Then we gossip just by listening. There 
cannot be a noise unless there is an ear to 
hear it. A noise is caused by the vibrations 
on the eardrums. And neither can there be 
a gossip without an ear to hear. 


It is really an insult to you for someone 
to tell you the dirt of another’s life because 
in so doing they are passing judgment not 
only on the one being talked about, but also 
upon you. 

Usually we do not mean to hurt others 
whom we talk about. We think of it as a bit 
of harmless pastime. But let us remember 
the words of our Lord, ‘‘Judge not that ye 
be not judged.

The current controversy concerning cen 
sorship of cover pages is antedated by the 
City of Atlanta vs. Martin Dooley, bill- 
poster, 1894. Franklin Garrett digs up the 
case as ‘‘salt and pepper’’ for the Atlanta 
history he is writing. Now up to 1898, 
Franklin has typed 493,- ...... é 
000 words, excluding 
footnotes. The fly got 
in Mr. Dooley’s paste 
pot when the WCTU 
protested a poster of a 
girl in tights. Then the 
De Give Opera House 
booked Lillian Lewis in 
“Antony and Cleo- 
patra.’’ Dooley put up 
the show bills, mainly a 
reproduction of the art- eae 
ist Gerome’s painting of the ae ; prine- 
cipals. A delegation of ministers visited 
the police. The police arrested Mr. Dooley. 
The sign hanger went back and pasted 
strips of paper over Cleopatra. Curious 
erowds who hadn’t seen the poster followed, 
hoping the Dooley paste was not unduly 
adhesive. 

The trial was before Andy Calhoun, city 
recorder. Judge Jim Anderson prosecuted; 
Walter Brown was defense attorney. A 
panel of experts, Mostly newspapermen, 
had been called to testify what was modest 
and what was not. 


The question, said The Atlanta Consti- 
tution, was: “‘Whether Cleopatra shall ap- 
pear on the streets of Atlanta in the same 
tropical costume that caused the first split 
in the great triumvirate and made the 
noblest Roman of them all shirk the affairs 
of state, or whether her voluptuous figure 
as reproduced by Gerome should be shroud- 
ed in a gown after Worth’s latest.” 3 

The city missionary for the M. E. Church 
was the prosecuting witness.

** Did that picture suggest lewd thoughts 
in your mind?’ ”’ the defense lawyer asked.

Those bills are just like all those hor- 
rible things. I would not like them in my

| Stopping the flow of federal tax- 
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Aide Claims 
QOuster Plot 


A federal agent charged before 
House investigators in Washing- 
ton Tuesday there was a ‘“‘con- 
spiracy”’ to fire him in Atlanta 
and Columbia, 8. C., headquar- 
ters in 1951 at a time when he 
was protesting the ‘flow of 
whisky”’ into Georgia dry coun- 
ties from Illinois. 

A House ways and means sub-| 
committee was given a letter 
which George Whisenhunt, alcohol 
tax division investigator assigned 
to South Carolina, wrote Senator 
Maybank of South Carolina in 
July, 1951. 


CLAIMS DATA 

Whisenhunt said in his letter he 
had information showing that 
26,000 cases of whisky had been 
shipped in three months from II- 
linois to dry counties in Georgia. 
He threatened to send the files 
to the Senate crime investigat- 
ing committee at that time, he 
charged. 

In Atlanta Tuesday, Georgia 
Alcohol Control Director B. I. Gil- 


bert said the federal service 
never showed any interest in 


paid whisky into dry counties. He 
pointed out that the Federal Gov- 
ernment issues tax stamps to 
dealers in dry counties. 


“‘As long as a person pays the 
federal tax, the Federal Govern- 
ment doesn’t prosecute, regard- 
less of whether the dealer is vio- 
lating state laws,’’ Gilbert said. 
The Federal Government makes 
available to the state the list of 
persons to whom the stamps are 
issued. 


FLOW HALTED 


Gilbert said the Georgia Reve- 
nue department successfully 
halted the Illinois liquor flowing 
into Georgia two years ago. 


“Georgia Revenue Commis- 
sioner Charles Redwine helped 
organize revenue commissioners 
of the South to stop this flow of 
whisky,’’ Gilbert recalled. ‘‘Mr. 
Redwine tried to get the Federal 
Government to take action to 
stop the liquor at its source. 

‘The state filed civil and crim- 
inal suits against Illinois deal- 
ers. Mr. Redwine, personally, 
went to Washington to testify be- 
fore the Senate crime investigat- 
ing committee. The Georgia Rev- 
enue department asked for in- 
formation from anyone who could 
give it.

Plant Diseases Killed, Growth 
Promoted by New Substances

ST. LOUIS, March 10—4\—A scientist predicted to- 


day a whole new pattern of 


will double American farm production. 


Dr. H. J. Prebluda of New York 
told the National Farm Chemurgic 
Council the use of antibiotics in 
farm soil may .do for crops what 
penicillin and other antibiotics do 
for animals, make them grow 
faster and stay healthy. 


HUNGER PROBLEMS 


He predicted later in an inter- 
view that this may solve most of 
the world’s hunger problems, thus 
eliminating one of the causes of 
unrest upon which communism has 
tried to capitalize. 

_. Dr. Prebluda, biochemist with 

the U. S. Industrial Chemicals 
Company, said recent experiments 
show the antibiotics, which are 
produced by micro-organisms in 
soil and other materials, appear 
to have two important effects upon 
the soil: 

1. In large amounts they are 
plant disease killers, just as pres- 
ently known antibiotics control 
some animal infections. F 

2. Small amounts stimulate plant 
growth. A similar effect has been 
noted in some animals. 


‘VANISH IN SOIL 


Dr. Prebluda said scientists have 
found the identified antibiotics, 
like penicillin, disappear rapidly 
when placed in soil. This reduces 
their value as plant stimulators. 


Also, soil scientists say there is 
another drawback to using known’ 
antibiotics in farming. They say) 
they couldn’t be produced in suf- 
ficiently large quantities to be 
used widely in fertilizer. The cost. 
would he too high. 


Dr. Prebluda said scientists have | 
estimated a single gram of un- 
tilled topsoil may contain one mil- 
lion protozoa; eight hundred thou- | 
sand algae; a million fungi and 20 
million bacteria. He said some un- | 
doubtedly are producing antibiotics | 
that haven't been identified. 


STIMULATING 

As evidence, he said, when or- 
ganic materials, such as barnyard 
“manure, are applied to soils they 


effect far beyond that 
comes from the quantity of min-| 
erals and chemicals they contain. | 
These organic materials usually 
contain huge numbers of micro- 
organisms and Dr. Prebluda said 
the extra stimulation appears to 
come from the antibiotics they 
produce.

Naguib said today that past U. S. 
policy of ‘‘naked support to Israel 
and imperialism’’ under Presi- 
dent Truman was nearsighted. 

Naguib attacked what he called 
“Truman's policy of doing the 
bidding of Britain, Israel, or 
France” in an interview with the 
Egyptian news agency. He ex-

senhower will seek Arab friend-

Taking a swing at Britain in an

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Milk Board | 
May Skip 
1-Cent Cut 


The normal spring decréase of 


price of milk may n6dt be ordered 
for this year when the State 
Milk Control Board meets here 
Wednesday. 


Chairman Charles G. Duncan 
said he will make no recommen- 
dation to the board on prices as 
a result of a 60-day survey of 
milk production and costs. 


Duncan said he has found a 
slight seasonal increase in pro- 
duction but “nothing to be 
alarmed at or happy about.”’ 
There also has been a 2 per cent 
decrease in feed costs, he said, 
but feed makes up only 40 per 
cent of the cost “f milk produc- 
tion. 


Offsetting these decreases, 
Duncan said, has been a slight 
increase in labor costs and an 
abnormal situation wherein dairy 
pastures are ‘‘coming in’’ late 
this year because of last year’s 
drought. 

The retail priceeof milk now 
is 26 cents in all but seven of 


the state’s 54 milk sheds. It is 


25 cents in the Lafayette, Blue 
Ridge, Gainesville, Washington 
and Toccoa sheds and 27 cents in 
the coastal sheds of Savannah 
and Brunswick. 

Duncan said the board usually 
lowers the price by one cent a 
quart at this time of year, but 
that he will not make any such 
recommendation Wednésday. 

There is a ‘‘strong possibility, 
he said, that the usual reduction 
will not be put into effect. 

Duncan added that a number 
of dairy farmers and milk dis- 
tributors plan to attend Wednes- 
day’s meeting and that the board 
wil] hear from them before mak- 
ing a decision.

Upper Arms Can Betray Your A ge 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 
The blushing truth is that 
many women past the sunny 
side of 35 have lost their grip 


on youth ... at least judging 
by their upper arms. Instead 
of being firm and rounded, the 
backs of the upper arms are 
soft and sagging. 

See for yourself. Stand be- 
fore a mirror with the bare 
arms straight out, shoulder 
level. What happens to the flesh 
on the underside of the upper 
arm? If that-contour is fairly 
firm .. . fine! If it sags sadly, 
exercise is needed. Either that 
or more of a sleeve. 


LITTLE ACTION 


The reason arms do not stay 
young and beautiful is that the 
muscles on the back of the 
arms get very little action. 


Seems paradoxical since the 
arms are used more or less 


constantly, but kinesiology re- 
veals that the muscles of the 
forearms and front of the up- 
per arms ao the work. 

The solution is special exer- 
cise. Since time is limited, 
with everything we have to do 
today, the best plan is to take 


an exercise that is fun to do 
and that serves double duty. 


An easy exercise is to punch 
away at an old sofa pillow sus- 
pended in a doorway ... or if 
this is not handy, just punch 
at an imaginary pillow. The 
punching angle should be 
Straight out or just slightly 
above shoulder level. The rule 
in reaching the triceps muscles 
is that the arms must be ex- 
ercised from a position in which 


the arms are more horizontal 
than perpendicular. 


DOUBLE DUTY 

This punching exercise ac- 
tually does serve double duty 
and is worth the doing because 


the pectral muscles which 
spread fanwise across the chest 
and attach to the upper arms, 
are also brought into action. 
Tone in the pectral muscles 
gives the bustline a better con- 
tour. 

Since arms hang at the sides 
much of the time, it’s well to 
get the knack of holding them 
right. Held with the backs of 
the arms forward, the triceps 
are controlled and kept toned. 
When the palm of the hand is 
toward the side thighline, 
those upper arm imuscles are 
inert.

| Take Time, Caution 
Curing Athlete’s Foot 


It is well to remember that 
not all rashes on the feet or 
between the toes are caused by 
ringworm. Eczema is a more 
frequent offender than we real- 
ize and this type of dermatitis 
often results from irritation 
produced by the newer cements, 
leather substitutes and other 
materials: used by the manufac- 
turers of shoes. 


But ringworm of the feet 
is common, We have nu- 
merous effective remedies, 
but treatment must be com- 
bined with good foot hygiene 
and measures to prevent 
spread of the fungus to othera, 
The bathroom is the critical 
area along this line. When 
separate bathrooms are not 
available, the person with 
ringworm of the feet should 
place newspapers or paper 
towels on the floor before 
bathing, rather than bath 
mats, for, use after getting 
out of the tub or shower. 


The wearing of slippers or 
wooden clogs is another help- 
ful preventive measure. The 
socks of the victim ought to be 
kept separate from the remain- 
der of the laundry. They should 
be boiled thoroughly in soapy 
water, but this alone will not 
kill the fungus. The hose ought 
to be aired and dried in the 
sun whenever possible. 

The ringworm organism 
thrives in a damp, warm, dark 
environment. For this reason 
the afflicted person will profit 
by wearing lightweight shoes 
that are perforated to encour- 
age aeratiébn and _ dryness. 
Meanwhile, powder may be 
dusted between the toes and 
into the socks after bathing. 
When the feet sweat exces- 
sively despite these precau- 
tions, taking banthine tablets 
by mouth may decrease the 
amount of perspiration. 


Strong medicines of all 
kinds must be avoided be- 
cause of the danger of burn- 
ing or of aggravating the 
existing condition. This is 
one reason why patent medi- 
cines should be avoided. 
Many of the most serious 
cases of ringworm have fol- 
lowed a desperate attempt 
to get rid of the disturbance 
quickly. 
| Caustic materials frequently 
| kill surface fungi but not those 
beneath and when the skin is 


| not retained their former popu- 
| larity. Ask any dermatologist 


how to treat ringworm and he 
will inquire whether the skin 
is dry, scaly or seeping.
